Income tax receipts for the northern 
Illinois district at 6 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon reached a total of $26,761,- 
438.78, with $7,424,232.96 received in 
the mails during the day. All of yes 
terday’s payments bore postmarks 
prior to midnight Monday, which made 
them acceptable without delinquent 
penalties. | 

The total of those filing was brought 
to 125,500, the number for the day be- 
ing. 16,800, including both corporation 
and individual returns. Several thou- 
sand returns from outlying counties 
still were due. 

Some Unusual Features. 


According to Mabel G. Reinecke, col- 
lector of internal revenue, there was 
an unusual number of extensions and 
tentative returns this year. The ex- 
tensions mean that no payment has 
been made, while the tentative sched- 
ules are represented by an estimated 
payment for the quarter, to be ad- 
justed later between the internal rev- 
enue officials and the taxpayers. 

At the federg! building it was_re- 
garded as likely in most cases of ten- 
tative returns the final definite pay- 
ment would result in an increase on 
the government ledgers. 

It was said at the federal building 
that a number of bootleggers paid vol- 
untarily for the first time this year.

For the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1927, the figures indicate a surplus of 
$11,307,895 on the basis of the original 
budget estimates for appropriations 
as transmitted to congress in Decem- 
ber. Supplemental estimates trans- 
mitted to congress by the budget bu- 
reau aggregates about $25,000,000 and 
these do not include $25,000,000 for 
the first year under the operation of 
the pending public buildings bill or 
other proposed new expeditures.

“Men may kill policemen in resist- 
Ing an unlawful arrest and the law 
must not punish them. Citizens are 
guaranteed, under the constitution, the 
right to resist with pistols or shotguns 
an enforcement officer who dares 
stop and question them.” é 

The foregoing interpretation of the 
American law was the gist of an elo- 
quent word picture flung by Defense 
Attorney Michael Ahern before the 
jury in Judge William V. Brothers’ 
court, where John Scalisi and Albert 
Anselmi, two Genna gangsters, are on 
trial for the murder of Policeman 
Charles Walsh. 


» Same Argument Used Before, 


It was the same argument, but even 
e dramatically rendered, that 
Ahern Gelivered in the gangsters’ first 
trial, when a jury put aside the state’s 
demand for a gallows verdict and de- 
creed that the two men should be im- 
prisoned for fourteen years for kill- 
ing Walsh's squad mate, Policeman 
Harold Olson. . Both officers were 
killed when they and two companions 
sought to arrest Anselmi, Scalisi, and 
Mike Genna, who also was killed in 
the ensuing street battle. 

Prosecutor William McSwiggin, who 
will answer Ahern’s doctrine tomor- 
row, declared it to be anarchistic—a 
theory of law which if proved sound 
would result in the greatest defiance to 
order and morality. 

“Ahern would have the police less 
active against these gangsters,” the 
prosecutor said. “The police should 
not move a step against them with- 
out warrants. And when warrants 
were obtained, where would the crim- 
inals have flown? Ahern pins medals 
“on police killers.” 


Pleads for the Masses. 


The defense attorney reviewed the 
age old struggle of the masses for 
freedom from oppression, and be 
sought the jury to invoke it now in 
behalf of the two Sicilian aliens al- 
ready found guilty of murder. 

He was preceded by Defense Attor- 
ney Patrick H. O’Donnell, patriarch 
of the criminal bar, who argued that 
Scalisi and Anselmi had thought they 
were being pursued by rival gangsters 
and not by policemen. 

“They were not afraid of police- 
men,’ he declared. “ Why should they 
be? Hadn't the pelice condoned for 
five years the open bootlegging busi- 
ness of the/Gennas?” 

This morning Mr. Ahern will resume 
and close his argument. He will be 
followed by his law partner, Thomas 
D. Nash, who will close for the de- 
fense.

The modern home storing scheme is to 
put them in jars in water glass, which 
preserves them for a year. 

At. the Ithaca station spring eggs 
have been found to keep better than 
eges laid at any other time of the 
year, and if they are properly pre 
served they are praetically as good as 
fresh eggs for all cooking purposes. 

The station suggests that while eggs 
keep successfully in water glass for a 
year, it is not advisable to hold them 
longer. Never use the same water 
glass more than once. Stale eggs will 
not keep in any preservative. 

Preserve infertile eggs if poszibic, be- 
cause they tend to keep better than 
fertile. Don’t use dirty eggs or eggs 
that have been washed. Candle the 
eggs to make sure they are fresh. A 
good test used at the Ithaca station is 
to put the eggs in a 10 per cent solu- 
tion of salt water (one-third cupful of 
salt to one quart of water), in which 
fresh eges wil always sink.

by William -T. Evjue, its editor, con- 
cerning the shooting of Patrolman 
Palmer Thompson by Rudolph Jessner. 
Attorney Fred M. Wylie and William |- 
Rubin, representing Jassner,- asked 
Judge Hoppmann to cite Evjue for 
contempt of court because of the edi- 
torials. — 
| John Doe Hearing Held. 

A John Doe hearing was held last 
week. Evjue and several other mem- 
bers of the Times staff were called 
as witnesses in the hearing but all 
were served with injunctions prohib- 
iting them from printing any of the 
proceedings. 

For years Judge Hoppmann has 
been holding certain cases at closed 
€0urt sessions over the editorial pro- 
tests of Evjue. The latter declared 
today that the question has never been 

| dévtided in Wisconsin and that he ex- 

_ pects to get.a final decision, possibly 
through an appeal to the Supreme 
court. 

Eyjue, through his attorney, applied 

the court for a copy of the John Doe 
testimony and announced that he 
would publish it if the judge’s injunc- 
tion is held illegal. He declared that 
the Capital Times is taking this action 
because it believes that dangerous 
precedents would bée set if Judge 
Hoppmann’s rulings were to go un- 
challenged. 

Sees Danger in Setrecy. 
“The Capital Times believes that 
qpecrecy in judicial proceedings is a 
ce subversive of the public wel- 
are,” the editor said.
